METHODS AND TACKLE,

New Zcaland'ii Mutton Trade. 


Up to 1881 tlu sheep masters did not 


know what on earth to do with their mut 
ton, but the discovery was then made thai, 
it could be sent in a frozen state to Brit- 
ain. Great, was the alarm amoug tbe 
classes, fiom dukes to butchers, who con 
trolled theBritisu meat market. Strong 
prejudices were stirred up against frozen 
meat, and as at hrst some of the mutton 
was discolored there was ground for prej- 
udice. But the >'ew Zealanders got hold 
of the scientific ti uth that intense cold can 
be produced in a chamber with walls im- 
pervious to heat through thesimple process 
of compressing nir by steam power and 
then letting it into the chamber, where it 
expands to its nat ural bulk. 


They gradually Terfccted their machinery 


and plant, established freezing works neai 
the ports of shipment, anil sent the frozen 
carcasses, nicely eacased in clean bags to 
the freezing clmmber of the steamer 
There they keep hard as marble and per- 
fectly sweet for nouths, and, for aught 1 
know to the cont rary, could be kept for 
years. I sailed irom Plymouth in the 
Aorangi, and from Cape Town in tiie 
Ionic, both of them magnificent steamers 
belonging to different lines, and on board 
both the mutton brought to the table had 
made the voyage round the Horn, and then 
been in the Thaui'js for weeks, yet better 
mutton I never ate. 


New Zealand now sends a million car- 


casses annually to the London market. It 
not only spares easily, and to the actual 
advantage of the fi'ieks, that number annu- 
ally from its total of 17,000,000 of sfceep, 
but believes that overy year the number 
can be increased. Firms in Britain are ea- 
tablishing houses in all the great cities 
where the carcases, can be stored and kept 
frozen til] needed.—Harper's.

head of the pool clasping, his hand a four 
and a half ounce split bamboo rod, mount- 
ed with bands of German silver, a reel to 
match containing the Uiiestr of line silk, 
carefully braided line, and casts forth threo 
iHinty flies attached to a leader of Spanish 
gut, it is not strange that his thoughts go 
back to the time when the Indian crept 
along the samo stream and whipped out 
flue trout from the same pool. A glaticu 
nt his complete outfit of modern make 
fully in keeping with the civilization of 
the day, leads to speculation as to tlm 
tackle the original owner of the hills and 
streams used in securing his fish dinner. 


The fact is that the Indian was a very 


able angler. He did not do his fishing for 
sport, but to gain food, and lie did it well 


Some idea of the primitive tackle and 


methods of the early days of the country 
can bo gained from the Indians of thu 
northwest coast, who are slow to adopt 
modern apparatus, and even now make 
little substitution for the tackle of 200 
years ago except in accepting iron barbs 
for the early hooks of shell or bone. The 
Indians of the earlier period had to do 
mostly with .salt water fish, and depending 
largely upon fish for food were obliged to 
develop the piscatorial art and make big 
catches. To put out a hundred set hooka 
and gain a like number of fish was a mat- 
ter of common occurrence with them. The 
size of thu fish did not bother them, and 
they safely landed immense halibut weigh- 
ing as much as 150 pounds. 


Salmon were so common in various parti) 


of the coast rivers and streams that a fish 
trap was often used. Sometimes they used 
spears at narrow passages in the river 


OLD FASHIONED TACKLE. 


In the Smithsonian Institution report 


for 188!) is an account of the customs and 
habits of the tribes along the coast all tlio 
way to Alaska, and some statements are 
made as to their fisheries. While not, of 
course, showing the evolution of modern 
tackle which is the outgrowth of the pisca- 
torial tendencies of the scacoast inhabit- 
ants of the Old World, these statements 
prove how efficient even bungling tackle 
can be made. The Indians did not catch, 
fish for pleasure any more than the pyguiiesi 
in Africa do now. The Egyptians did, rf 
the pictures found in the historic ruins are 
properly interpreted. Indeed, it is thought 
(hat the Egyptians were very successful 
anglers, and came pretty near becoming 
fly casters. 


The Indians of the northwest coast re- 


tain their old tackle to this day. The big 
hooks obtained from the whites are used 
for gaffliooks and as spearheads. 
The 


hooks are traded as other merchandise 
A 


primitive style of hook used by the Haida 
tribe'of the uorthwe.st coast i.s a straight 
piece of bone, the shank a straight piece of 
wood, and the suood or suell a piece of 
ivlnluboue, the bueil being attached to the 
shank by lashings of bark. In another 
style a narrow block of wood is used with 
a.spike of bone, shell or iron, and a snood 
of sprueo root or -wlmlcjlmuc. 
In Alaska 


large halibut hooks are also used. 


At first these were barbed with bone, but 


now they are with iron. They are madeiu 
Uvo pieces, each lashed at the joint with 
cedar bark, the shanks made in different 
designs, supposed to give good luck to tlia 
fishermen. Some are made from the forked 
branches of trees, yew ami spruce being 
generally used. In the wood is set the bone, 
•.hull or iron barb. The bait is lashed to 
that arm of the hook which carries the 
barb, and placed just under it. These are 
very strong, and halibut weighing as much 
as fifty pounds are caught on them. 


By steaming and bending a tough piece 


of yew branch various shaped hooks are 
made. 
One variety is twisted just as 


though the shank of a long weakfish hook 
were bent in an oval shape and brought 
back so as to leave a li ttle space between the 
point of the barb and the long space shank, 
and across it a strip of steel is placed upon 
« hich to tie a piece of bait. 


THE HOOK DESCUIDED. 


The hook that is used in catching cod 


and flounders, constructed with the special 
purpose of preventing fouling, is described 
by Judge J. G. Swan as follows: 


"They are made of knots of hemlock 


iimbscutout from old decayed logs. These 
are split in pieces of suitable size and whit- 
tled to the required shape, and bent by be- 
ing steamed into the form which in the 
Hkil hook resembles the longitudinal sec- 
tion of a goose egg. The lower portion of 
these hooks are turned inward to form a 
barb, and « hen not in use the two ends of 
the hook are fastened together by a piece 
of twiue, which is also used to tie on the 
bait. The two parts of the hook are sepa- 
rated by means of a stick or peg, which the 
fish knocks out when he takes the bait, 
and the two ends of the hook close to- 
gether and hold him fast. The peg floats 
to the surface and indicates to the Indian 
that he has caught a fish. 


"The sinker is another ingenious contri- 


vance. It is, a large stone weighing from 
;weive to fifteen pounds and a smaller one 
to serve as a tripping stone. The line is 
wound around these stones many turns 
and a bight or loop tucked under one of 
the parts in the same manner. A signal 
officer rolls up a flag in a ball and tucks a 
light of a halliard under a turn which, 
when pulled out, sets the flag free. So 
when the Indian fisherman thinks from 
the number of floating pegs that he has 
mough fish, he pulls out the loop of his 
line, the stones become loosened and fall 
out, and he hauls in his line relieved of the 
weights. 


"The Haidas frequently put on 100 hooks 


to a line, which act like a trawl, and so 
plentiful are the black cod that often from 
fifty to seventy-five are hauled in at one 
time. The bait used seems to be anything 
handy, as the skil is a greedy feeder and 
will take either fresh herring, squid or a 
strip of white skin from a halibut's belly. 
The Indian, however, has enemies to con- 
tend with, one of the u.ost formidable be- 
ing the groundfish, or nurs>eflsh, as the 
sailors call them, which will eat off the 
bodies of a long line of fish, leaving only 
their heads. There is also a small sculpin 
variety, which will steal the bait. Dogfish 
also are at times very troublesome. When- 
ever the Indian is sure of the presence of 
these pests he goes to another place to 
fish."-New York Times. 


Every section o 
country has Bonn-tiling uncouth or old 
fashioned within its borders, to which a 
few of the old inhabitants will cling, but 
if they are all as harmless as a ceremom 
still being occasionally performed in cer- 
tain parts of the south no one is injured 


In the section alluded to, which embrace* 


Georgia, the Carolines and northern Ala, 
bama, is a small and widely scattered re- 
ligious sect known as "Hard Shell," or anti- 
missionary Baptists, whose custom of wash 
ing one another's feet is worth noting on 
the score of novelty if nothing else. The 
operation is one which always attracts a 
crowd. With the increase of schools in the 
country, where these churches are invaria- 
bly situated, the practice is fast dying out 
however, and inashorttimo will doubtless 
bo unknown. 


This denomination claims to be the prim- 


itive Baptist church and traces its origin 
directly to John the Baptist. It was in 
1837 that the Georgia "Hard Shells" with- 
drew from the-orthodox Baptist church on 
account of a difference in opinionxmtho. 
subject of foreign missions, and so bitter 
were they against this work that they de- 
clared in infancy against all forms of mis-1 
sionary teaching. Tract societies, Sunday j 
schools, temperance and Bible organizii-' 
tions fell under the edict which went forth 
when they declared themselves the primi- 
tive church and began to wash each other's 
feet during their religious meetings 
In 


Midd eton, Ga., a paper is published bi- 
monthly in the interests of this sect and 
the late editor, Gilbert Beebe, is said to 
have been a very brilliant writer. At any 
rate, when be went to Georgia to preach 
every member of the church in the neigh- 
borhood would go to see him. His sons 
now run the paper, which takes no adver 
tisements. 


The members of these churches are ex- 
cellent farmers. 


The crowning glory of their religion con- 


sists in carrying out the biblical injunc- 
tion, "Ye call me Master and Lord and ye 
say well; for so I am. If I am then your 
Lord and Master have washed your feet- 
ye ought also to wash one another's feet' 
B^or I have given you an example that ye 
sliould do as I have done to you." 


The washing process is exceedingly sim- 
ple, tllfi wnmnn fiiffririfr rrn ono oiao of (,bc 
church and the men on the other. At the 
conclusion of the service basins are brought 
to the front of the church, and with them 
buckets of water and towels. Whan all is 
ready the women march in groups up to 
the front bench on their side of the church, 
nnd the men the same on their side. Half 
of the group of each side sit down and 
remove their shoes and stockings and the 
remainder wash their feet in a semiagony 
of religious fervor, carefully drying them 
after the process. This is continued until 
all have had their feet washed—those who 
sat down first always washing immedi- 
ately afterward the feet of those who per- 
formed a like service for them. 


The ceremony differs in various parts of 


the section in which the "Hard Shells" are 
found, but as it always provokes a spirit ci 
levity on the part of the everpresentcrowd 
of spectators, only the old people now en- 
gage in it.—New York World.

THE VORACIOUS ATLANTIC EATING 


ITS WAY WESTWARD. 


The HitHtorn Coast Line Is Retreittliiff at 


the Rate of a ItoU Annually-ChunBe» 
Tliut Huve Occurred Along the 
In One Generation. 


Across tho Arctic Ocean at Tivo Miles a Day 


The objects from the Jeannette drifted

If 
we assume that they required one year for 
Lljo AiiCl, ouut/li *T ttl U fiuill Kvijituuu OU UegS. 
north, on the east coast of Greenland,only 
two years remain for the rest of the jour- 
ney, and this requires a speed of no more 
than two nautical miles in every twenty- 
four hours. This does not seem too high a 
rate when we remember that the Jeaunette 
drifted at the same speed during the last 
half year of her drifting, and that in the 
last days before she sank she drifted at a 
much higher speed, which sometimes 
reached even eight nautical miles every 
twenty-four hours. It cannot therefore be 
considered improbable that we should 
reach open water on this side of the pule 
within two years after our start from the 
Siberian side, and if we take provisions for 
five years we may consider that we hav« 
an ample margin.—Dr. ITridtjof Nanseu in 
Forum. 


The Phnsphato Fields of Floridn. 


The old sources of supply of phosphate, 


South Carolina, Canada and the West 
Indies, have probably all reached the point 
of maximum production, and it, i.s to 
Florida that the world must look for its 
increasing wants. What untold riches lie 
under the soil of the Peninsula St.ite mc.y 
be imagined from the fact that one of hs 
richest tracts of phosphate land is 1,000 
miles square. Over most of this land the 
thickness of the deposit varies from throe 
to thirty feet or more, the average being 
about ten feet. 


A cubic yard of the crude stuff will wash 


out from 000 pounds to half a ton of clean, 
dry nodules, and a recent survey has giv- 
en the contents of a single section of land 
(640 acres) at 3,000,000 tons. An acre of 
phosphate laud, if thedeposit be only three 
feet deep, will contain 4,840 cubic yards ot 
stratum, yielding 1,000 or 2,000 tons of 
clear phosphate nodules.—New York Tele- 
gram. 


Formation of South African Mines. 
When the mines of South Africa were 


well opened it became easy to observe the 
uptilted strata of the subearboniferous 
measures, wmcu KOID mioeu a^i aYuuna cue 
mines as if an upheaval had occurred from 
one central point. This was true of each 
mine, and is exactly what has taken place, 
for through the hard dolerite and the even 
measures above it, and from some un- 
known source, nature in some gigantic 
throe forced up these four pipes as vents 
of safety a strange material which con- 
tained the diamonds. If any overflow of 
this eruption occurred no signs of it exist 
now, but the overflow may have been 
washed away by storms into the valley of 
the Vaal river and thus accounted for the 
presence of diamonds there. 


It is also probable that similar mines 


exist elsewhere, and perhaps in Brazil 
and India they may yet be found. The 
foreign material forced up, as described, 
was called "blue" by the miners on ac- 
count of its color, and is now known to con- 
sist of a hydrous magnesian conglomerate 
with silica as a base, and contains nearly 
all the chemical elements known. Large de- 
tatched bowlders of dolerice also occur in 
the "blue" which decompose rapidly in 
scales when exposed to the atmosphere, 
clearly evidencing the action of fire of 
great intensity, and as if to strangely con- 
i.~ i:.,.-*.i-*, .uiuthwiv «jiigm <JL toe mines, 
pebbles of agate, etc., plainly waterworn 
are found side by aide with pieces of 
charred wood and other organic matter 
showing plain evidencaof heat.—Engineer- 
ing Magazine.

CAUSE OP THE HECEDWG LINK. 


The cause of all this is that the Atlantic 


and Gulf coasts are actually sinking, and 
the rate at which they are going down is 
estimated bj the official geologist of New- 
Jersey at two feet per century. Now, tho 
general seaward slope of the edge of tho 
continent is about six feet to the mile so 
that the sinking of each 100 years gives a 
third of a mile of lowland to the ocean 
This would seem to be rather less than tho 
rate of encroachment indicated by com- 
parison of maps made atsuccessive periods. 


Modi n geologic science has ascertained 


that the entire crust of the earth is in a 
condition of such sensitive equilibrium 
that the taking of weight from one part of 
it to another brings about elevation of the 
portion from which the weight is removed 
and produces a corresponding depression 
of the portion where it is added. Tho 
rivers which empty into the Atlantic from 
Cape Cod to Cape Hatteras and along the 
shore of the Gulf carry out into the ocean 
each year billions of tonsof material, which 
is thus deposited outside the ocean's edge. 
The weight transferred causes a steadily 
progressive depression of the coast Une. 


If all the water in the Atlantic ocean 


were dried up you would perhaps be sur- 
prised to observe that the eastern edge of 
the great land mass which we call the 
North American continent is not the pres- 
3nt beach line at all. You would see that 
the continent itself extends far out into tho 
ocean, a distance varying from fifty to 100 
miles. 


CHANGES IN THE EAST. 


Once upon a time this terrace was all 


above tbe water; the east shore of the con- 
tinent had a very different shape, there 
was a deep sea close to the coast, and the 
localities where now are situated New 
Vork, Philadelphia and Boston, were far 
inland. 


Gradually, owing to the causes I have 


mentioned, this great terrace bos sunk so 
that ships are sailing over what was a 
few thousands of years ago dry land. So 
short a time, from the geological point of 
view, has been required to effect this 
shange that the beds of the Hudson, tha 
Potomac and other great streams are still 
deep channels cut out of the terrace, a suf- 
icient period not having elapsed for filling 
them up with detritus. 


The process by which this was accom- 
dished Is steadily and progressively goin« 
on. Each year the Altantic shore line— 
and the same is true of the Gulf coast—is 
arther westward by an average distance 
f a rod. For each century there is a loss 
f one-third of a mile to the edge of the 
ontinent. How long is it going to be at 
his rate before the eastern coastal plain of 
lie United States is submerged beneath 
lie ocean, together with all its populous 
ities and fertile fields? 
These plains, originally fashioned by the 
«a, the ocean is reclaiming for its own. 
ts octopus arms are seizing them in their 
mbrace, and day by day, month by month, 
ear by year, generation by generation, the 
nonster is creeping farther and farther in- 
and.

His enormous growth was said to 
have been the result of an experiment made 
by the celebrated Bishop Berkely, who put 
the boy, an unfortunate orphan, through a 
fattening process, with this result.

ward Malone, who measured 7 feet 7 inches 
in his stockings when he was nineteen.— 
New York Times.

Measuring Strains on Bridges* 


A French engineer has devised a method 


of accurately measuring the strains on iron 
and steel bridges, using for the purpose 
two brackets, which are attached some dis- 
tance apart to the beam to be tested. On 
one bracket is a water chamber, closed by 
a flexible diaphragm and connected with 
an open tube, which serves to register, by 
the height of the tube, any pressure mada 
on this diaphragm. One end of a pointed 
rod is connected with this metal covering 
to the water chamber, while the other is 
suitably joined to the other bracket. It is 
thus seen that any elongation of the bridge 
member causes a motion of the diaphragm 
aud a fall of the water in the fine tube.— 
New York Telegram. 


Rats as Sentinels. 


Two Cleveland burglars who attempted 


to saw their way out ot jail used rats as 
sentinel;!. At night when they were ready 
to begin operations they sprinkled bread 
crumbs in front of their cells and collected 
a drove of rats. Whenever a turnkey ap- 
proached their section of the jail the ro- 
dents scampered away, thus giving the 
alarm. For several nights they worked 
that way and, though the turnkey heard 
the sawing and went about on tiptoe, be 
never could locate the noise.—Philadel- 


Slung ill Storica. 


Though many dialect stories may have 


been of use, as preserving to the student of 
language the speech o: different localities, 
many of them are very unfair, as we of 
New England can see in the sketches of 
our own country people, where wise and 
unwise, learned and ignorant, are repre- 
sented as invariably ungrammatical, and 
dropping the final "g" profusely. 


Writers err also in not adapting the style 


of their "slipshod language" to the period 
of the story. A lady, commenting on a 
certain "juvenile" of the events of 1840, 
f,ays: "There is slang in that story which, 
I am sure, is not more than ten years old. 
I remember 1840 well—I lived at home in a 
house full of noisy brothers. I went to 
school, and I was familiar with tbe chil- 
dren's phrases popular at the time, and 
these I am confident are of a far more 
modern date." 


Such a subject is worth the attention of 


antiquaries; every age and generation has 
its own phrases. When this century was 
in its teens did girls say persons and things 
were "just lovely?" Did boys tell about 
having "a regular blowout?" 
Attention to such points makes a story 


(to use a phrase of Sir Walter Scott) "look 
much better in the face," and with out ouch 
care a story is of little use as a portraiture 
of the past. For evidence, however, that 
slang, ancient or modern, is not essential 
to success, see those perfect specimens of 
children's stories, the "Bodley Books."— 
Pamela M. A. Cole in Writer.
